Further information about Univer- 
sity affajra was given oiit by the Reg- 
istrar, wlieii lie was nitjrvicxved by 
the Daily reporter yesterday. The 
building program of the corporation 
s to go ahead slea,diij". The new 
ibrary wing will he completed about 
January 1 atid ra^id progress is be- 
ing made on the Biological building. 
Tentative plans for several new 
structures have also been made but 
nothing definite z^w be decided at 
present. The Govcrnori are not bor- 
rowing money to build but are suit- 
ing their actions to the current sit- 
uation — as sufficient funds come in 
from the graduates and others, they 
arc used 'for the most necessary 
building::. A plan that will be or in- 
terest tn all the frequcntcri of the 
•Nrts bii'Idir.^ is the one proposed for 
:hem now. It is expected that the 
new Biological building will be suffi 
ciently completed for use about March 
15 or thereabouts. The walls will be 
plastered and doors and windows 
fitted and the classrooms will be ready 
for occupation. The plan is to use 
this new building at the earliest poS' 
Jble moment for the Arts students 
■iwA when the Arti men niove out of 
their traditional lair, the intention is 
to commence remodelling the old Arts 
building so that it will be ready for 
use again in the fall. The Biological 
Suildins will provide adequate room 
ior tlu' Arts lectures and H probably 
will be used for the .\rts exams also 
.In. this, way it will not be necessary 
to disturb the rcmbclélling workers 
when it coities to exam time. Rumors 
have been heard about plans for the 
changing of the system ~of learning 
in the Arts faculty but no definite 
plans have bccii made. It is probabi 
that with the arrival Of Dean Laing 
in Janiiary something will be don 
and that the session of 1922-2.3 will see 
other radical changes besides the 
lengthening of tlie session.

LECiURBOH ART 

Wm. Blalce and David Scot 
Two Artists Dealt With 



On Wednesday evening Prof. Ramsay 
Traquair delivered an illustrated address 
to the Architectui-al Society bii "Two 
Imaginative .\rtists" W'illi.mi Blake 
and David , Scott. The slides amply il- 
lustrated die imagiiiative power of these 
two men, v/lwre misfortune it was to die 
before their works were truly appreci- 
ated. 

William Blake, au Englishman, was 
burn in 1757 in a comiiKrciâlly minded 
age, which did not_ prévent him from 
writing poetry and making draAvings of 
luiusual merit while still a boy. He was 
apprenticed to an engraver and it is there 
we may suppose thai he dcveioped the 
pure tiiic which gives the" strength and 
vigour to his later work, lie marrie J 
;jnd lived ridi in love but poor in liiis 
worlds goods to the age of seventy. In 
all that time he lived in a two rooms 
liouse. One room, an exhibition gallery 
and the other living quarters. 

His works were always big subje^is 
on rather tniali surfaces due to his pov- 
erty. His best scf is probably, the one on 
Jcruîaicm iiiclnding "The Crucifi.xion" 
a cunccptioii which for emotional ef- 
fect is not surjjasscd by any ether wor'; 
on the. same sitbject. 

.Mthough by some, he is criticiied for 
hi.s faulty tcchiiicnic .with the 'nniov;}! 
the grcatr.cs.-i of his ima;.;iiinti'. c iiowor 
overidcs everything. ' His cspvcssivc 
treatment of figures was masterly. 

I')avid Scott of 'lidinburgh -wais bom 
in 1>!0S mid an iickitowlcdgcd follower 
of Blake's. He also wa.i an engraver and 
1 master with tlie figure -.wA in a.ldili.m 
he had great expression, fin ili l syi'; of 
pictures for The Ancient Mariner, Pil- 
grims Progrcs-5 etc., many of thtMii re- 
markable. His hick of public sympalhy 
worked .".o on his niiii'I h'.jwr.ver that 
died di.shearttened a* thv aj;e of 4,?. 

The subject of this address was ••ery

such \^ork brongli*. tj one; iiotico and 
uncdr.n^tidring, particularly nrchitee'i'i- 
ral students. _ . .

THE ARTS GRADUATE. 



If a person asks a college man what he is studying, and he 
replies, "Oh, I'm in ^Icdicinc" or, "I intend to be a civil engineer," 
the reply is usually in the form of an enthusiastic commendation. 
"Why, that's fine, a splendid thing to be an engineer or a doctor, 
or a lawyer. But if, on the other hand, a man says, "Why. I'm 
taking an .\rts course the reply is not likely to.be so enthusiastic. 
And especially is this so if the questioner is a man of another fac- 
ility in the university. 

Slf seems to be a jirevalent idea tliat an .Vrts course is of little 
unless one intends entering the ministry or the legal profes- 
sion;^^ The' fact that few Arts students spend more than twenty 
lours a week at lectures i* often considered sufficient ground for 
the.state^iicnt that they have no work, and that the course has no- 
to it. These impres.sions arc abroad arnong the students, and 
need to be corrected from time to time. 

■^.^i. The subjects studied jn the Arts course arc many and varied, 
so^e are cultural, some tlicoretical, and some quite practical. 
Enough subjects arc always taken to give every student a ground- 
ing ill several important branches. The main object of an .Arts 
course is to stimulate real and unljiased thought on the ])roblcm3 
of life. This is surely a comniendaVile aim and one worth while if 
the subjects as taugiit hel]) to develop leaders in thought and ac- 
tion. The subjects arc not merely cultural, however. 

^lany great mathematicians and physicists have been Arts 
|h, and not infrequently to-day the economist will give a truer 
imate than the engineer in matters of big business. And what 
tf^^ân Arts man know when he graduates? He knows that he 
grounding in systematic thought which will enable him to 
explore the great things in life, he realises how little he knows, 
and how much there is to learn, but that, due to his study, he has 
the desire and the will to pursue a worthy objective, whether it be 
tnvthe luinisiiy, in law, the teaching o.i-ofession, or in business.

Closely akin to the evil of quanta- 
tivc standards is another that the 
College that v.i.shes to tmin leaders 
•niist sf.f cc.'Sftt'iy combat — namely, 
o-scudo-dcniocracy. In .'Vmcriean Col- 
lège communities, being "democ.i- 
tic" too nfton nican.s being like th'.' 
majority, being "in the sivini." be- 
ing without unusual qualilio.-; fjr un- 
usual ta-ites. It usually means, too, a 
spirit oi intolerance for men or ideas 
that are at variaiiec witli lli^ popiihr 
conception. This intolerance works 
to the advantage of the man who is 
below the average level, for he is 
forced to improve himse;!f up to the 
general standard; but it works a great 
hardship to the man who is above the 
average. .\ny man w'iio has super- 
ior mental ability i.s likely to have 
certain pronounced charactcri.itics 
that do not contribute always to an 
easy life of good fellowship. He may 
not wish to spend all his spare time 
in the company of his nearest friend.'-, 
yet if he i.«olate himself, or reveals an 
inclination to do so at times, he is 
callcd;".a snob or a highbrow. He may 
not \}g interested in College journal- 
ism, or College music, or College 
dance|; yet if lie possesses ability in 
any of these fields of activity and 
does not use if for the glory of his 
club or fraternity he is "yellow" and 
disloj'al. If he enjoys conversation 
with his teachers or with intellectual 
women who arc older than he is, his 
fellows "simply cannot understand it." 
Whatever may be the qualities which 
set him apart from the crowd, hi.ï 
friend.s persist in cxcrlins influriicc, 
bringing pressure to bear, warning 
him tliut the highest duty of a stu- 
dent is to be a "good scout," until 
he yields up a large degree' of his 
individuality, or is forced into the 
life of a .social recluse. He must 
be like tlio re^t or be no one; and 
when he yields to the pressure to 
be like the rest he surrenders the 
essence of his own soul, the rccep- 
tivi, moniclits of hit> highest spiritual 
self,' the prodigal flashes of divine 
enthusiasm — these do not spring 
from the miscellaneous chatter of 
his fricilds, or from the "jazz" music 
of the player-piano. The miscel- 
laneous chatter and the "jazz"' music 
sihould be tolerated, but so should 
the man whose tastes pull him at 
times toward •something more sig- 
nificant.

PRINCETdNIAN SPEAKS 
OF MEDICAL SCHOOLS 

This article is the result of an inter- 
view in the Daily Princetonian with 
Professor Edwin Grant Corklin one of 
the foremost biologists of the United 
States and head of the department of 
Biology at Princeton. 

To begin whh, in the cltoice of a pro- 
fession in general, there arc three phases 
of the question which must be consider- 
ercd as of the utmost importance. I 
think, first of all, the student ought to 
know something about the various fields 
the courses and the nature of the work 
in the professional scliools. Then he 
ought to know about the first few years 
that follow the receiving of the degree. 
Thirdly, he must know about the char- 
acter of the work involved in the pur- 
suit of the profession. 

If any student who has looked into 
ihe.se three phases of the professions 
feels attracted toward any one of 
diem, he will «icceed better where his 
interest lies. A man should, above all, 
choose, for himself and should not ever 
he influenced by his parents or an out- 
sider. 

Having decided on his profession, the 
next thing is to choose (he professional 
school to which he wishes to go. In 
doing this he should bc« guided by the 
following four principles; " first, and 
most important— the qi»lity of instruc- 
tion offered, and the standing' of the 
•chool among professional men. Second 
—the desire to study with particular .spe- 
cialists, especially if he thinks of mak 
nig a spccjality..o[ any one of these lines. 

Third— what"inay'1)e called 'local ad- 
vantages,' such as the ' benefit coming 
from the ability to take one's degree and 
doing one's appcrtniec ntc-shrdlu 
.doing one's apprentice work whether in 
;hc»pitals, law of'f ices, or other situations 
in the place where one expects to bC' 
çtin his active career. Fourth — induce 
mcnts in the wny of scholarships, fellow- 
ships, or other mpans of meeting finaiv 
cial obligations.

Next comes the sizing up of the var 
ioas medical institi>tions. For the 
best information relative to this phase 

1 advifw the student to refer to the com- 
pilation of the Carnegie Foundation for 
.Advancement of Teaching, "Medical Ed- 
ication in the United States and Can 
îda." This publication gives a very com- 
plete dcscripliion of all the schools in 
the country, clas'sified according to 
states. 

Among ;hc valuable matter it con- 
tains, whioli every prospective physi- 
cian should read care fully arc these most 
impoiHant considerations of entrance 
requirements, attendance, teaching staff 
laboratory, and clinical facilities of the 
individual schools. Any man going into 
medicine .should choose wisely, giving 
attention to all of these details. 

If I were deciding for myself which 
University. I should apply the principles 
outlined above. For example, if one is 
looking forward to the general praotice 
of medicine, it would be advisable to 
consider the members of schools' facul- 
ties and the courses given by them on 
the subject of the practice of medicine 
That school should then be chosen in 
which the -best men arc found in that 
chair. 

In short, one school will be stronger 
tlian another in some particular branch 
If one wishes to specialize in any one 
subject, he should choose the school in 
which that subject is best represented. 
The necessary' information will be avail- 
able from the school's catalogues. 

Furthermore, in choosing his school, 
he should be influenced by tlie con- 
sideration of where he will get tlie 
most help from men already established 
in' that profession. The help thus de- 
rived is exceedingly valuable at a time 
when he is just starting upon his med- 
ical career. It is natural that profes- 
sors in professional schools will take a 
larger interest in helping their men to 
get started in practice than will per- 
sons who are comparative strangers. 

And both for this reason, and for. the 
additional advantage which comes in in- 
struction in small classes, one sliould 
choose a school in which, other things 
being equal, the number of students is 
limited — or at least small enough so that 
individual attention can be given to each 
man.

UNUSUAL INTEREST 
FOREIGN TRADE. 

Recent statistic reiwrt a remarkable 
growth in the higher institutions of 
learning since 1916 in respect to educa- 
tional preparation for foreign iservicc, 
for commerce in particular. The United 
States Commissioner of Education has 
appointed a conmiittcc of 15 on educa 
tional preparation for foreign service to 
investigate and report from time to 
time on this important typo of training, 

Dr. Gwenn Levin Swiggett, the chair- 
man, reports that nearly 12 ]>cr cent of 
of the colleges report courses in for- 
eign service, special emphasis being 
laid on foreign trade. Of the 71 higher 
institutions in which this siiiecial train- 
iiig'is'now (jffercd, the ten highest each 
■report more than 100 ï.tudonts enrolled 
in foreign trade courses. The total en- 
rollment for tlîcsc ten institutions in 
sudi courses is 2,225, about one-fifth the 
total enrollment for all courses in colle- 
giate schools .of business. The Univer- 
sity of Washington, Seattle, heads the 
list with 407 indents taking foreign 
service studies. New York University is 
second with an enrollment of 40L .
